The Roman Catholic diocese of the | Will discourage many of the half breeds 


above name occupies the whole of the 
vast basin of the Athabasca, Peace, 
Liard and Mackenzie rivers east of the 


|Rocky mountains, and extends from 


Lesser Slave lake to the Arctic ocean. 
It isa very large diocese, one of the 
largest in the world. The region is of 
special interest to Edmonton, this place 
being its only point of connection with 
the outside world—its port on the 
ocean of civilization—and as the work 
of the missionaries has avery impor- 
tant bearing on the future of the region, 
information as to that work cannot be 
uninteresting to Edmonton readers. 
The late Archbishop Tache was the first 
Roman Catholic missionary to visit 
that region, which he did in the early 
40's, going from St. Boniface by the 
boat route, then the only line of travel 
—down Red river to lake Winnipeg to 
the mouth of the Saskatchewan, up the 
Saskatchewan to Cumberland, thence 
north and west by a chain of lakes and 


rivers to Isle la Crosse on English river, 


and up that river to the Long Portage. 
Then down the Clearwater to the Atha- 
basca and down the Athabasca to Fort 
Chipewyan. This was the route fol- 
lowed by the Hudson’s Bay Company. 
Archbishop Tache only made a visit of 
inspection but he was followed in 1846 
by the late Bishop Grouard, who estab- 
lished the mission at Chipewyan. 
Other missionaries followed and the 
missions in the Mackenzie basin became 
s0 numerous and important that they 
were placed under the control of Bishop 
Grandin, now Bishop of St. Albert, as 
coadjuter of the then Bishop Tache, of 
the diocese of St. Boniface which in- 
cluded the whole North-West. In 
1866 the diocese of Athabasca—Mac- 
kenzie was separated from St. Boniface 
and the late Bishop Faraud made 
bishop. By this time the missions had 

become so important that the freighting 
of supplies by the Long Portage route 
had become too expensive and Bishop 
Faraud decided to take a new route by 
cart from Winnipeg to Lac la Biche 
and then from Lac la Biche down the 
Athabasca by boat. With this object 
in view he established himself at Lac la 
che as a strategic point, although it 
was not within his diocese, and opened 
up that route of travel down the Atha 

basea and its rapids (hat is now the 
only route followed. Bishop Clut was 
appointed coadjutor of Bishop Faraud, 
and now resides at Lesser Slave lake as 
coadjutor of the present Bishop Grouard 
who succeeded Bishop Faraud in 1892 
on the death of the latter. On Bishop 
Grouard assuming office, the routes and 
means of travel had still further changed 
and improved so as to make Edmonton 
the port of the country and take trade 
by way of the Landing instead of Lac 
la Biche. The reason for residence at 
the latter place having thereby ceased, 
Bishop Grouard removed to Chipewyan 
on lake Athabasca which was the first 
mission established and is now the 
head of the diocese. 

The nearest mission to Edmonton in 
the Athabasca—Mackenzie diocese is 
that of St. Bernard at Lesser Slave 
lake. This mission was established in 
1870 by Rev. Father Remas, now of 
St. Albert. Rev. Father Desmarais is 
now in charge with three other priests 
and six brothers. Bishop Clut, co- 
adjutor of Bishop Grouard resides there. 
There i# also a convent of the Sisters of 
Providence, which was established last 
year, six of the sisters of this order 
having arrived from Montreal to estab- 
lish a school and orphanage. Last 
winter the school conducted by the 


sisters had an attendance of 60 child- 


ren. A new convent is being erected 
this year 76x25, two stories high. The 
walls are of logs and the lumber is whip 
sawed, so that building is very slow 
work. A small farm is carried on in 
connection with the mission. This

St. Antoine is at the junction of 


Heart river with Lesser Slave lake. It 
is the point at which the road to Peace 
river leaves the shore of the lake and 
is about four miles west of Slave lake 
post.

Rev. Father Felper 
is the priest in change and conducts a 
school. 

St. Augustine is on the north side of 
the Peace river at the mouth of the 
Smoky, and was established six years 
ago.

v. Father Husson is the priest in 
charge. A considerable farm has been 
started by the mission at this point and 
a wind mill to grind the grain. The 
country is good for farming on the 
river flat where the mission is, but not 
on the upland in the rear as it is too 
frosty. This year, however, crops are 
a total failure owing to drouth. The 
settlers will not have seed. The 
mission has about eight bushels of 


and Indians who were starting to farm 
and it is now almost impossible for 
them to get any in time for next sea- 
son’s sowing. The spring was dry and 
rain did not fall until July. The soil 
is good and cattle and horses thrive well. 
A. Mackenzie, a former Hudson’s Bay 
officer, who is settled at the crossing, 
has a steam grist mill. 


St. Charles, at Fort Dunvegan on Peace 
river. This mission has been established 
for many years. Rev. Father Letrete is in 
charge with one lay brother. Mission visits 
are made to Grand Prairie, Fort St. John, 
and Hudson’s Hope. The Indians of the 
region are Beavers and Sekenes, with some 
Crees from the Saskatchewan. The Beavers 
are a branch of the Chipewyan race whose 
country lies north of the Cree country, 
from "“Meteawe Bay to the Rocky Moun- 
tains. The mission has a small farm at 
Dunvegan, which isan excellent pape | to 
raise crop in ordinary years, being on a fiat, 
as is the mission at Smoky river, but this 
year everything is a failure owing to 
drouth. 


St. Henri, near Fort Vermillion on the 
Lower Peace river, is in charge of Rev. 
Father Joussard with one assistant priest 
and three lay brothers. There is a settle- 
ment along the river neer the Fort, a num- 
ber of the settlers being French half breeds, 
who farm a little and keep cattle and horses. 
The priests conduct a school there, and also 
afarm. The crops were good at Vermillion 
this season, there being enough rain and no 
injury by frost. There was some injury 
however by grasshoppers which damaged 
some fields a good deal. These grasshop- 
pers are always had in dry seasons. The 
mission has a wind mill here to grind grain. 
There is also a steam mill owned by E. J. 
Lawrence. At Keg river about half wa 
from Smoky river to Vermillion is a small 
settlement of half breeds and Indians where 
the —_ raise cattle and grow crops suc- 
cessfully. The priest at Vermillion, visits the

Nativity mission at Fort Chipewyan on 
Lake Athabasca isas already stated the 
first Roman Catholic mission established on 
the waters of the Mackenzie and is now the 
head of the diocese and the official re- 
sidence of Bishop Grouard. Rev. Father 
Ledoussal is in charge of:the mission with 
six lay brothers. There is also a convent of 
six grey nuns there who conduct a boarding 
school and orphanage at which there are 
about 40 children in attendance. Chipe- 
wyan is about 400 miles north of Edmonton 
and is at the junction of the navigable 
waters of the Athabasca and Peace rivers 
with Lake Athabasca, and of the Great 
Slave river which is the outlet of the lake. 
To make use of this t stretch of navi- 
gation Bishop Grouard is having a paddle 
steamer built this season by Capt. Boyd, 
late of Winnipeg. The boat has a 60 foot 
keel and almost flat bottom, and is to run 
both on Lake Athabasca and on the rivers 
connected with it. Some years ago the 
Bishop imported saw mill machinery, which 
he intended to use to cut lumber in the 
winter and run a_ steamer in the 
summer. But the steamer was a failure. 
Steamboat machinery was then procured 
which is now being fitted into the new boat.
